hoarly copgratulations among her numerouns friends
and admirers, We herewith publish her speech in

Moncuse D, Conway somowhere tells the
story of a young cavalier, who at a ball became
enamored of n musk, He followed her from group
to group, from roon to room, tho mask etill eluding

Bo, twelve months ago, in the midst of the music
#1 triumph, and glare ol victory, this gay young
oavalier ¢ & naton stood enamored of & mask,
wwhich it endeavored to olasp in its arms, and bold
a8 its beat beloved. It followed this musk, whither.
saever it led, ull away from the light, the tnaomph,
the rejolicings of victory—away in the gathering
gloom of doubt, and fenr, and forcboding, the musk
has tallen from the mnce in the White House, reveal-
ing something so terrible and hideous thst our lips
fail to deseribe what our eyes are compelled to
Sehold.

Awolve months ago, a man standing on the grave
«©f o martyred Fresident, stepped to lus place, and
nasumed his power. A nation bowed lo the earth
with unuttoerable grief, hetened through 1ts sobs,
and watehed throvgh it tears, while this man gave
to it and the world a promise of s future carcer,

Shall we
wuswer? There isa French proverb to the effects
«When the saint's day is over—~farowell the saint."”

Ichaege this man with the breakiog of overy
promise, the non-fulfilment of every pledge, the ful-
sifyluw of every declaration be at that time made,

What Las he given wus in cexchange for
these promises, these plodges, these oaths?

Has he advanced with the onward eweep of the re-
public? in brief, has he given us somothing bigher,
nobler, Botter, In exchunge for that he offered us o
twolvomonth ago?  Let toe griel ol his friends ana
the rejoicing of his fees auswer, Lot the insolence
of Itevels and the moyrning or lovulists unswer, Let
the renewsoda spirit ol treason South, and the out-
raged mdignadon of the Norih, answer, Let tho
Prosidend himsalf apswor, as Lie tells us that in ex-
change for ull this he hae given ns that apominable
aud rotten thing—"My I'olioy."
